A PLUCKY BOY. 


Alexander, the Colored Cadet, Tells 
His Curious @xperience. 


How He Studied at Oberlin and Worked at a 
Hotel to Keep Himself in Money—His Treat- 
ment by the Other West Pointers—His Rea- 
sons for Entering the Military Academy. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yor«k, June 27.—In an interview 
with a reporter of the World, John H. Alex- 
ander, the colored cadet at West Point, re- 
cently appointed from Arkansas, gave the 
following history of hig life: “I was born,” 
he said, “‘in Helena, Ark., in 1864. My 
father and mother were slaves, and father 
by hard work had accumulated a little 
money, and about 1850 he bought himself 
and my mother and three children out of 
slavery. Four other children were born to 
them, of which I was the first, and they are 
allalive. My father engaged in the dry 
goods business, but the overflow of 1867, 


which caused so much havoc and distress, 
cleared him out. My father was a justice 
of the peace, being the first of his race who 
had held that position in Arkansas. He also 
represented Phillips county in the Arkansas 
legislature, being appointed by Gov. Clay- 
ton. He died in 1871, when I was 
ONLY SEVEN YEARS OF AGE 
and, although he left my mother some little 
property, I have always had to look out for 
myself since. I owe nearly everytning 
to my mother, who always tried to keep the 
children at school, even if she had to whip 
us to compel us to go. Well, 1 entered the 
Helena high-school, which was for colored 
children only,and while there I used to work, 
pene papers, riding the mail and other odd 
jobs. was graduated from school, and was 
the only graduate it had, as, shortly after I 
left, it was abolished. I then went to Mis- 
sissippi, where I taught school for six 
months, saving allthe money which I re- 
ceived. In the fall of 1880 I went to Ober- 
lin college, not intending to go through, but 
simply to have it to say that I had been to a 
college. When 1 got there, however, I soon 
ascertained how much I did not know and 
determined to go through if I could. During 
the summer I 
WORKED AT A HOTEL 
in Clevelahd and did other work at the col- 
lege. Finally, when Judge Gedues of the 
Fourteenth district of Ohio announced a 
competitive examination for admission to 
West Point, 1 determined to enter, The ex- 
amination was held on the 10th of May, and 
there were three others besides myself. 
William Waite and myself passed, but, 
though in the studies they said I was su- 
perior to him, they thought there 
was physical deficiency about me and 
he was made principal and 
I the alternate. I came here to pass the ex- 
amination, not because [ had any expecta- 
tion of his failing to pass, but because I 
thought that passing the examination might 
be of some benefit to mein after life. As 
you know, he did fail and I passed, and here 
am.” 
“In what manner have you been treated by 
the other cadets thus far?” 
“They have all been very gentlemanly, 
friendly and kind. The boys in my class 
TREAT ME AS WELL 
as could be desired, even some of them from 
the South acting very good-naturedly to- 
wards me. ‘To-day one of the gentlemen in 
the senior class came to me and expressed 
himself as glad to have me here. He gave 
me some good advice and told me he would 
always be ready to help me if I needed as- 
sistance.” 
Afterwards Cadet Alexander was. seen at 
supper, seated at the mess table with the 
others of his class, who were talking and 
laughing with him in a way that must. have 
quieted any of his qualms. The different 
officers say that he is very intelligent and 
obedient. 


DID HE ATTEMPT SUICIDE? 


Mystery Connected With the Illness of 
State Treasurer Wendell. 
: By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
ALBANY, June 27.—The public are excited 
over the question, “Did State Treasurer 
Wendell attempt to commit suicide or was 
he stricken by apoplexy?” Mr. Wendell 
was foundin his parlor shortly after noon, 
nearly dead, He was insensible and breath- 
ing heavily. Dr. Swinburne and Dr. C. E. 
Jones, the latter the family physician, were 
immediately summoned, but were unable to 
restore him toconsciousness. His symptoms 


indicated that he had been either asphyxiat- 
ed or stricken with apoplexy. Further in- 
vestigation showed that one of the blood 
vessels in the brain had been ruptured. 
Then his case was thought to be hopeless, 
but at a late hour to-night the doctors are 
more sanguine of his ultimate recovery. 
They have given out that he had an attack 
of apoplexy, but they are very reticent in 
speaking about the case. It is very gener- 
ally believed to-day that Mr. Wendell at- 
tempted to commit suicide, either by inhal- 
ing gas or chloroform. Rumors to this 
effect are in circulation all over the city. 
Mr. Wendell’s wife died a he ago from an 
overdose of chloroform, which it was gener- 
ally believed had not been taken accident- 
ally. Dark rumors were afloat at the time 
as to the causes which led her to take so 
rash astep. It was hinted that troubles of a 
domestic character had poisoned her happi- 
ness and peace of mind. Since her death 
Mr. Wendell has not been the same man he 
was before. He wore a dejected and absent 
look when on the streets. Some have 
thought that he was haunted by remorse and 
afew of his more intimate friends have 
gone so far as to express the opinion that he 
was insane.

ABOUT TO SPLIT 


The Trades Organization Said to be 
Approaching Disintegration. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcb. 
New York, June 27.—A special dispatch 
tothe Times from Pittsburgh says: For 
several days rumors have beGh cmrrent that 
at the next meeting of the general assembly 


of the Knights of Labor, which will be held 
in Cincinnati in August, the representatives 
of this district, which is the most important 
in the order, embracing 100 square miles of 
territory and eighty local assemblies repre- 
senting as many different trades, will submit 
a proposition that the system of the organi- 
zation be changed so that representatives of 
the different trades, instead of being massed 
into miscellaneous districts, be allowed to 
form districts in which only members of one 
trade will be eligible to membership.

Hesays the change 
was proposed a year ago and was voted 
down, but that since then the feeling has be- 
come general that the order in its present 
shape is unwieldy, and thata change is ne- 
cessary to prevent it from going to pieces.

| A RIOT IN CHURCH, 


How Rev. Dr. Parkers Sunday 
Baptism was Interrupted.

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Rival Ministers Come to Blows at a Baptismal 
Font—In the Struggle They Fall into the 


Tank and are Dragged Out Nearly Drowned, 
and Locked in Each Other’s Arms. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

HARTFORD, Conn., June 27.—What was 
perhaps the most disgraceful scene ever wit- 
nessed in a church in this country occurred 
at the South Baptist church. Fora long 
time congregationalism has Leen striving to 
capture the South Baptist church. The Rev. 
Mr. Everts is pastor of the much coveted 
church, while the Rev. Dr. Parker is the 
rabid leader of congregationalism. It seems 
that Dr. Parker conceived the purpose of 
baptising a score or two of young 
children in the baptistery of 
the South Baptist church, and it 
was decided that it should be carried into 
effect at three o’clock Sunday afternoon. At 
the appointed hour a procession was formed 


to march to the South Baptist church. Be- 
sides nearly 200 children in the procession 
there were fully that number of adults, men 
and women, mostly the parents of the chil- 
dren. Arriving at the church the doors of 
which were unlocked, the procession en- 
tered and took possession, By this time the 
sacristan of the South Baptistchurch had 
NOTIFIED HIS PASTOR, 
the Rev. Mr. Everts, who quickly sent the 
sacristan to notify the deacons of the church. 
Meanwhile the Rev. Dr. Parker and his 
crowd had turned on the water, which was 
rapidly filling the great tank used for 
baptisms, Children were being prepared for 
receiving the rite and Rev. Dr, Parker was 
excitedly spurring on his followersin what 
he called a battle for congregationalism. 
Presently the Rey. Mr. Everts arrived, fol- 
lowed soon after by his deacons. He pro- 
tested to Dr. Parker against thegoutrageous 
intrusion. *Dr.. Parker simply replied that 
he was determined to finish what he had 
come todo. The rightful possessors of the 
church began to pour in, as the news was 
spreading rapidly. Before the great tank 
had filled with water, the spaeious edifice 
was resounding with inquiries, protestations 
and recriminations. Ranged 
AROUND THE BAPTISTERY 
were the children whom Dr. Parker haa now 
begun to baptize. The invading party 
could not be dissuaded, and. it became 
fearfully evident thata fierce strife was 
to take place, While the elders of the two 
congregations and the women were making 
pandemonium of the place, the two minis- 
ters carried ona fierce warfare of words 
between themselves, Dr. Parker proceeding 
all the while with the baptizing of the chil- 
dren, who stood about with blanched faces 
and forms that shook withfright. Suddenly 
a struggle between the two sides broke out 
in dead earnest. An indescribable scrim- 
mage took place. Many women fainted and 
many had their Sunday clothes almost torn 
off them. Dr. Parker and Mr. Everts had a 
terrible struggle. They beat each other and 
tore each other’s hair frightfully, and finally 
FELL INTO THE IMMENSE TANK, 
firmly grasping each other. . The struggle of 
the two ministers was continned tm the bap- 
tistery fiercer than ever, and each strove to 
drown the others. So busy were the other 
fighters that they coula not observe the acci- 
dent that happened to their pastors. Po- 
licemen could not be found, but a few sober 
minded men of either parish combined to 
reatore order and eject the intruders. By 
this time the fierce fight in the tank was dis- 
covered, and some of the peace-makers 
turned their attention to 
THE STRUGGLING PASTORS. 
It was found impossible to tear them apart, 
and so they were taken ont locked in a flerce 
embrace, and both unconscious. They were 
finally separated and resuscitated. After a 
little talking to the ministers they were rec- 
onciled, andit was a source of ny one to 
the Baptists that Dr. Parker had been com- 
letely immersed. Both clergymen are in a 
ad state, both mentally and physically. 


COTTON-SEED OIL. 


It Will Rapidly Replace Lard as a 
Kitchen Article. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
CyicaGo, June 27.—The manufacturers 
of cotton-seed oil are holding a national con- 
vention here. Sixty mills are represented, 
It having recently been represented by 
“Uncle” Peter McGeoch that a leading brand 
of lard was largely adulterated with cotton- 
seed oil, a well-known cotton-seed crusher 
was to-day questioned as to the effect of 
mixing cotton-seed oil with lard. 

“Tt don’t hurt the lard any. On the con- 
trary, it improves it. But the lard spoils 
the oil. Thereis no necessity for mixing 
them. Both are better 

WITHOUT THE OTHER, 

while oil for cooking purposes is far ahead 
of lard. It can be measured exactly, 
and that is more than you can say 
for lard. Besides there is no water in it, and 
there is in the best prime steam lard.” Jo- 
seph Stack, of the Future City oil works, 
says: “The process of making, cotton-seed 
oil is just as clean as that of making pound- 
cake, and the oil is going to take the place of 
the best lard that can be made. It is better 
to cook with for a variety of reasons. Lard 
contains a very heavy percentage of water. 
Oil contains none. It is 33% per cent cheap- 
eras to quantity, for with oil at 42 to 55 
cents per gallon, the extreme probable range 
in prices, it would cost six to eight cents 
er pound, as against eight to ten cents for 
ard, and one pound of oil equals fully two 
and a half pounds of lard.

ADULTERATED TEA. 


A Cargo Valued at $22,000 Seized Un- 
der the Law. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YorK, June 27.—Mr. James R. Da- 
vies, United States tea appraiser of this 
port, yesterday presented a report to the 
collector, showing that 3,100 packages of the 
cargo of tea shipped here from Shanghai on 
the steamer Flintshire were adulterated and 
consequently rejected. The teas were mixed 
with sand and gravel, exhausted tea leaves 
and dirt and paste, rolled into pellets to 
represent dried leaves. In several instances 
the impurities were evident toan inexperi- 


enced observer. When taken in the hand 
and crushed between the fingers the sand 
was plainly visible. About 500 packages of 
colored Japan tea, of which a greater por- 
tion was dust, were also rejected after a 
careful examination. This tea was of high 
color and mixed with mineral substances to 
increase the weight. The seizure is the first 
important one made since the passage of the 
new law on March 21 o0f this year. All the 
teas are more or less affected with impuri- 
ties. Accordingly the law allows that those 
which do not show more than four per cent 
and in extreme cases six per cent shall be 
passed. In the case of the teas rejected yes- 
terday they had impurities exceeding double 
the percentage permitted. The rejected

BAFFLED ROAD AGENTS. 


They Attack a Passenger Coach, But 
Are Driven Off. 


HELENA, MONTANA, June 27.—At three 
o’clock Saturday morning, while the Helena-

A Cheerful Feeling in the Submerged Dis- 
 tricts—Venice—East St Louis and Other 
_ Points—Repairing the Breaks. 


"There is no new event to report on the 
. ¥iver front concerning the water further 
: than the fact that the decline is still in prog- 
ress and that the fa!l the past twenty-four 
hours has been three-tenths of a foot. The 
highest point reached this rise was thirty- 
four feet and nine-tenths, and the marks 
‘this morning show a decline of four-tenths 
since the first fall setin. The sidewalks on 
the levee are still submerged and are likely 
to remain in that condition for several days 
longer. Considerable concern is displayed 
by the old-timers as to how much snow- 
water is coming out of the Missouri and 
what time it will get here.

Since then the waters are gradually reced- 
ing, and are now about five inches 


lower than yesterday morning. The danger. 
however, is not yet past, asa break in any 
of the embankments is still likely to occur 
and cause serious damage. ‘The Conlogue 
embankment, extending from here to t 
St. Louis, is very weak in some places, but 
is being constantly repaired. he water 
in some places washes within two 
inches of the top of this embankment, 
and in other places is seeping through. The 
Cairo Short Line dyke, extending from East 
St. Louis to Prairie Du Pont, pooters a 
large area of land covered wit wing 
crops. The water outhe north side of the 
embankment is several feet deep, and 

a terrible pressure against 
the bank, which would have given 
away along since but for hard work and con- 
stant watching, All the roads leading to- 
wards the city are under several feet of wa- 
ter, and it will be some time before they can 
be used. Owing to the submerged condition 
of the surrounding country it is impossible 
to form a correct estimate of the damage 
done or the area under water.

The lron Mountain, 
Belmont and Cairo branches and ail, is not 
bothered except on the levee and Poplar 
street entrance to the depot. Pas- 
senger trains are run around by 
Kirkwood and Carondelet. The L. & N., 
QO. & M., Vandalia, Cairo Short Line and St. 
Louis and Cairo Narrow Gauge are all right. 
Maj. K. H. Wade says: ‘The worst is over, 
and the river will not come up again so as to 
do any further damage. It is clear and cool 
over our entire section, and I anticipate no 
rain soon. We'll all be out &li rightina 
very few days.”

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THE NEW SLATE. 


Probability That it Will be Sent in 
to the Council Soon. 


Conferences Between the Mayor and 
Judge Vastine—The Visit of Messrs. 
Stone and Temple to tge Mayor—Con- 
ditions of the Compromise—Filley Must 
Go. 


It is boldly asserted by several well 
posted officials atthe city hall that Mayor 
Ewing intends to utilize the present special 
session of the municipal assembly to for- 
ward bis new slate to the council.

have united with him in a. well-directed ef- 
fort to break the solidity of the obstructive 
seven, Messrs Rowse and Senudder having 
peen partivularly zealousin this direction. 
These two councilmen met Judge Vastine 
and Messrs. Cummings and Zelle on two oc- 
easions during the early part of the current 
month, but the conference which then took 
place resulted in nothing. Later 
about twelve days ago Mayor Ewing met- 
Judge Vastine by appointment at the 
mayor's office, and the two held a long con- 
sultation. It is said, by a gentleman who is 
believed to me | the confidence of at least 
one member of the seven, that during the 
interview the mayor asked Judge Vastine 
what terms of compromise the seven were 
prepared to offer.

doubt found he was very short. Atany rate any 
one would infer that this was how he stood to 
hear him talk.——Lane & Roberts, of Moscow, 
Ky., advise T. Bartholow & Co, thatif it doesn’t 
rain to-day they will ship four cars new wheat 
and that a couple more cars will be sent forwar 
by another party. Itis said that M. 8. Nichol 
& Co., Chicago, whose failure was reported last 
week, will pay but a small amount to their credit- 
ors. 

The average price of June wheat in Chicago 
for five preceding years has been $1 08%. Now, 
with a short crop. June wheatis downto around 
$1 01.——A New York firm telegraphed to Sedalia, 
Mo., for a report On corn prospects, when oats 
will be harvested, and asking for the yield of 
wheat. In answer the following was sent: 
“One-half corn crop good stand: looks fair; rest 
unfavorable. Oats will be cut in three weeks; 
promise good. Wheat harvest just becun to-day.

WHY SALOONS FLOURISH. 

A workingman calls attention in another 
column to one feature of the saloon business 
which is undoubtedly an important element 
in the strength of what is known as the 
liquor cause, and that is that in a great city, 
among the floating population of hard-work- 
ing men the saloon is about the only place in 
which a poor man in his working clothes is 
welcomed and is made to feel that his pres- 
ence is not objectionable. This point is apt 
to be ignored by those more fortunate peo- 
ple who have homes and families, and whose 
means permit them a great many comforts 
beyond the reach of the day laborer. Pros- 
perity is only too apt to ignore the unpleas- 
ant facts in the condition of those who are 
not prosperous, and morality in its indigna- 
tion over the evils of drink entirely over- 
lookg the contribution made by the drinking 
saloons to the social needs and requirements 
of their patrons. 

To the moralist and the reformer the beer 

saloon presents a spectacle of idle men, 
wasting their time and their money in drink- 
ing. To the tired workman, the beer saloon, 
with its saw-dust carpet, its shining bar, its 
clean tables, and its daily papers, is as at- 
tractive a haven of rest as the club of the 
millionaire. There he can take his ease, en- 
joy his beer, watch the current of life that 
passes by the open window, and, above all, 
he enjoys feeling that he is not there on suf- 
ferance nor inspection, and that heis not 
going to be bored or preached at, and that 
while he pays for all he gets, he enjoys 
that personal independence which is really 
the chief comfort of life, and without which 
life is nut worth living. 
The workman knows as well as anybody 
else that drink is the curse of the world, and 
that the path of temptation leads to the door 
of the saloon, but he insists that as long as 
he can get nothing better he must take the 
best that his hard life gives him. The pro- 
hibitionists and Sabbaiarians who propose 
to shut out the enjoyments uf life from ail 
but the rich, would do well to provide a bet- 
ter substitute for the saloons before aboilsh- 
ing them, and to recognize that even the 
poor wage-worker may have some social 
needs and requirements which his nature 
prompts him to provide for. 


PROHIBITION. 

The address of Dr. Brooks at the War- 
rensburg Prohibition convention, which we 
published yesterday, shows the prohibition 
party to be in a bad way. The year has 
been, as Dr. Brooks says, one of loss and 
disappointment, and it would be well to Jook 
for the causes of the failure where they be- 
long. If the party is ever to‘amount to any- 
thing, it must have the courage to look the 
facts in the face, and to accept the truth, no 
matter how unpleasant. If there is any in- 
herent weakness in the prohibition cause, it 
issurely better to acknowledge it and to 
remedy it, if possible, than to leave it un- 
cared for, and to continue still further weak- 
ening the cause by futile efforts in the wrong 
direction. 

But instead of admitting that the failures 
and disappointments of the year may possi- 
bly be due to the intrinsic conditions of pro- 
hibition, Dr. Brooks picks a quarrel with 
all the world, and accuses that very large 
majority of people who do not believe in 
prohibition of being in the pay of the liquor 
interest. This calumny is something worse 
than a crime; it is a blunder. That polit- 
ical argument which consists in denying 
common honesty to one’s political opponents 
has almost wholly disappeared before the 
contempt of enlightened public opinion. It 
is not reassuring to find that a new party, 
which professes to represent special interests 
of morality and civilization, has adopted the 
discarded tactics of an obsolete political 
warfare. 

It is not the world which is on its trial be- 
fore the prohibitionists; it is the prohibi- 
tionists who are on trial before the world, 
and if they cannot make a better showing 
than they make in their railing and scolding 
at the people who do not choose to agree 
with them, the disappointments of the past 
year will be but the prelude to a speedy and 
complete oblivion, 


CROOK AND TELLER. 
Secretary TELLER and his Indian agents 
stubbornly oppose the reception of Gen. 
Crook’s prisoners on the San Carlos reser- 
vation. The object, rt seems, is to force the 
jocation of them in the Indian Territory, 
But Gen. CRooK knows very well that con- 
gress has repeatedly and firmly objected to 
the transfer of any more Pacific cvast In- 
dians to that territory. He knows, also, 
that such transfer will not bring in the 200 
armed warriors who are waiting on the 
borders of Mexico to follow their families, 
if placed on a western reservation, and that 
otherwise this formidable body will con- 
tinue their raiding. With a handful of 
white soldiers and a small command, 
Apache scouts, he has performed 
a feat which was thought to be im- 
practicable. He has penetrated far into 
the mountain fastnesses of Mexico, and 
without the loss of a man, quietly returned 
witb several hundred hostile Apaches as 
prisoners. If permitted to disposeof them 
in his own way he knows that his expedition 
will have ended forever the raids of Mexican 
Apaches across the border, having taught 
them that there is no longer & secure strong- 
defy- 
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after all, it seems that the most brilliant and 
successful movement for the suppression of 
Indian hostilities that was ever undertaken 
by an American soldier, is about to be con- 
verted into a flasco by the tape-worms 
of the Interior Department. They washed 
their hands of itin advance, were surprised 
by its success, had made no provision for 
any Indian prisoners, and are now doing 
their best to render his victory fruitless. It 
s only another proof that the machinery of 
that department is better adapted to the 
uses of the Indian rings and land-grabbers 
than to the protection of our frontiers and 
the humane solution of our Indian prob- 
MARINE HOSPITALITY. 

The great principle of out-door relief was 
long ago defined by Mr. Bumble, the parish 
beadle in Oliver Twist, to be “always to 
give ’em what they don’t want. This per- 
wents them from comin’agin’.”” The principle 
is now applied by the United States Marine 
Hospital Service, and its efficacy is undimin- 
ished by time. It is true that the people 
who have oceasion to apply to the modern 
Bumble at the Marine hospital are not 
paupers, but are rather proprietors of the 
building at which they claim admission, 
but this trifling circumstance does not 
affect the application of the principle. 

Some of these applicants have a curious 
desire to occupy the hospital itself, which 
looks likea magnificent residence, but is 
really unfit to live in, with leaks in the roof 
and ervysipelas in the cellar. The surgeon de- 
fies leaks and erysipelas and occupies this 
building himself, but he has constructed an 
airy and well ventilated shed in which the 
patients are free fromany danger of leaks 
and erysipelas, and which is so successful 
that there is no record of any patient who 
has been there once going there again. 

Mr. Bumble’s plan was applied only to 
the parish “‘work~-’us,”’ but the modifications 
added to adapt it to the requirements of ma- 
rine hospitality work admirably. A patient

Your map, showing the flooded district in yes- 
terday’s Post-DisPATCH, shows Wilson’s island 
immediately north of the grand chain dyke. This 
island was washed away in the winter of 1881. 
There is no trace of it left; on the contrary, where 
the island was, is now the steamboat channel in 
ordinary stages of water. Inthe winters of 1867 


and 1868 | made the first actual and correct sur- 
vey of the Mississippi from the mouth of the 
Missouri to Bissell’s point, whichis now placed 
in the archives of the harbor department. There 
was a “fear then, among steamboatmen, that 
the river would wash through the bottom along 
Wood river and _ find its old channel along the 
bluffs, leaving the harbor of St. Louis high and 
diy. The force of the water from the Missouri 
against the Illinois bank did actually wash out 
ahalf mile wide from the [Illinois bottom, but 
since then the outiet of the Missouri has changed 
and is now two miles farther south than it was 
ate and hence has left no trace of Wilson's 
island. 

if the erosion of the Illinols bank continues in 
the same ratio that ithas since my survey there 
is no doubt the railroads will have to protect the 
major portion of their roadbed on the west side of 
jhe rip-rap, which ought to be built to the height 
of the water of 1844, which would give ample pro- 
tection to the bottom lands to the bluffs.

Coming Reforms.

The effort recently made by Mr. Busch and his 
associates in the school board to get rid of one of 
tne dead weights upon intellectual progress by 
substituting Roman letters for the oid Gothic al- 
phabet in the study of the German language, pos- 
sesses a certain significance for thoughtful educat- 


ors as a sign of changes of public opinion slowly 
going on which may lead taa great reform in edu- 
cation. The adoption of one alphabet for all 
modern languages is only a obranch 
of a wider reform for which

whole civilized world. And, closely connected 
with this, we shall see the multitude of various 
systems of weights and measures now in use 
swept away, apd vne decimal system adopted for 
the whole civilized world. 

And last, but not least, perhaps the greatest 
clog and dead-weight upon civilization and intel- 
lectual development is Te spelling. When 
one considers the amount of time that is wasted, 
and worse than wasted, in the schools of two con- 
tinents in perpetrating a_ stupid and 
silly passion, an odious and contemptible 
tyranny, a senseless hotch-potch of confusion, 
worse confounded, one Ils amazed that the hun- 
dred millions of people who now speak ana write 
the English language have endured this jntoler- 
able nonseuse so long. When I say that tne 
time spent in teaching children to spell is 
wasted, I state but haiftbe truth. It is worse 
than that; itis put to a pernicious use. Learnin 
to spell the English language is not the kind o 
mental activity that educates; it is Just the oppo- 
site. Atthe age wheu children are just begin- 
niug to reason, and need careful training of the 
logical faculties, that is, of common sense, there 
is set before them as their chief intellectual pabu- 
lum, a mess of stuff that sets reason at defiance 
and insults their common sense ;

Could the worst spelling conceivable under such 
a regime be worse than what is now laboriously 
taught as correct spelling?

Does not the 
easiest way to that reform lie through the simple 
dropping of spelling as a branch to be taught in 
the schools? The great obstacle to reform is the

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THE HARMONIE CLUB. 


The New Building to be Formally 
Opened on Saturday Evening. 

On next Saturday evening the Harmonie 
club will hold an informal opening and In- 
Bpection of their handsome new house, 
just completed, on the northeast corner of 
Eighteenth and Olive streets: This large 
and prosperous club is one of the oldest in 
the city, as it was organized in 1859 by thirty 
German gentlemen, most of whom have 
since joined the silent majority. It was 
founded for social intercourse and 

and originally it was 
Germans, the pro- 
ceedings and entertainments being held- 
entirely in the languaze of the fatherland. 
Jts character in this respect, however, has 
changed vastly, the menibership embraciug 
ell nationalities ana being composed largely 
of Hebrews, although any one is eligibie to 
membership. At preseut the membership 
nunibers 130. ‘The ciub gives au entertain- 
nent once in two Weeks, dramatic, literary, 
and musical, which is followed by a hop, 
and four grand bails are giver annually— 
the vpening bal! in October, new 
‘ear’s ball, the bal masque in 
larch, and the closing ball 
in May. This programine has been followed 
uniformly since the inception of the society, 
as has been the ruie, which, to say the least, 
is peculiar for this day and generation, that 
no reports are giveo tothe nbewspapers, the 
entertainments being strictly private. The 
reows occupied for the past twelve years by 
the club were situated on Fourth street, be- 
+ tas Elm and Myrtle, and the completion 
© 
THE BEAUTIFUL BUILDING 
on Eighteenth marks a new era in the his- 
tory of the organization. Two years 
ago the club, having a surpius 
on hand, purchased the Jot whereon 
the building is situated, for $10,000, and a 
year after, the surplus not being exhausted, 
the club concluded to build more commodious 
quarters, and for this purpose an assessiment 
ot $100 was levied on each of the members. 
The carrying out of the plan to its present 
magnificent result was rendered easy vy the 
liberal proposition of Mr. Moses Fraley to 
joan the club $20,000. Isaac S. Taylor, the 
architect, drew the plans and the contract 
for building was given to N. L. Wickwire 
at $35,000. Pienty of time was taken 
in the building in order to secure firm and 
sound walis, and the finished structure is a 
beautiful combination of solidity aud simple, 
graceful ornament. ‘Lhe building is of 
pressed brick and stone,in the style of the 
American rennaissance, auply lighted and 
conveniently arranged. Ibe interior is 
finished in polished wainut, oak, cherry and 
mahogany, with richly ornamented walls 
and ceilings. In tie basement are two 
private dining-rvoms, a large billiard hail, 
with pool and billiard tabies, a handsome 
bar, two bowling alieys, and kitchen ana 
store-room for the caterer; the flours 
of the basement are covered 
with linoleum and English oil cloth. Enter- 
ing the club house by the Olive street door- 
Way a broad stair-case leads two the spacious 
hallway of the first floor. On the left of the 
halithe first room is the ladies’ reception 
room and succeeding it are three handsome 
card rooms, while behind them are the wash- 
roonis, Coat-rooms and closets. On the right 
are the president and directors’ room, read- 
ing rvom, splendid dining hall capable of 
SEATING 600 PERSONS 
comfortably, and, jast, the caterer’s service 
reom connected with tie kitchen below by 
an elevator. ‘The Eighteenth street entrance 
will be used as the entrance to 
the grand hail on the second 
floor. This entrance “vp | be 
shut off from the club rooms proper by fold- 
ing doors. ‘The hal! for bails and entertain- 
ments is the largest private hail, in the city 
and is spacious and elegant in its appoint- 
ments; on tne east of the hall separated 
from it only by ornate pillars hung with rich 
damask curtains, are the ladies’ saloon par- 
lors. Above the pariors and with gallery 
openings to the hali is the entre soi with 
smokiug rooms and other convenient apart- 
iments for gentlemen. The house thruough- 
out is nicely and tastefully furnished. 
The carpets are lovely patterns 
in Wilton and body Lrussels. 
‘The gas fixtures are the handsomest ever 
brought to the city. The elegant furniture 
Was manufactured expressly for the club. 
The total cost of buildingand furniture 
foots up the neat sum of $60,000, Messrs, 
August Frank, M. Fraiey, M. Baumann, A. 
J. Weil and Jacob Furth composed the com- 
mittee on building, and Messrs. Samuel 
Schroeder, ‘I.J. Singer and M. Baumann 
attended to the furnishing. Among the inost 
active workers of the club must be men- 
tioned the president, Mr. Nathan Frank.

HIGH LICENSE. 


The Case to Be Argued Before the Su- 
preme Court on Monday. 


Arrangements have been made to present 
to the Supreme Court at Jefferson City. on 
Monday next an application for a manda- 
mus on CollectorHudson to compel him to is- 
sue a dramshop license in behalf of a party 
who desires to open anew dramshop in the 
lower part of the city. The applicant will 


contend that he is entitled to a license on the 
terms of the old law. ‘The collector will 
refuse to grant the license except under the 
conditions specified in the Downing law, 
which goes into effect Julv 1. The peti- 
tioner will reply that the Downing law is un- 
constitutional, and if valid thatit does not 
apply to the city of St. Louis. In this man- 
ner the question now being agitated with 
reference to high license will be speedily 
and finally settled. The case will 
be argued before the supreme _  conrt 
by ex-Judge Louis Gottschalk for the peti- 
tioner and by City Counselior Bell for Col- 
lector Hudson. Mr. Bell has recently, in 
two opinions to the municipal assembly, af- 
firmed both of the above propositions, name- 
ly, that the law is constitutional and that it 
does apply to St. Louis. 

Under the provisions of the Downing law 
the highest rate of license is $1,200 per an- 
num for each saloon, of which the city re- 
ceives $800 and the state $400; and the low- 
est rate of license is $550 for the same period, 
of which the state gets $50 and the city $50v. 
If the house of delegates refuses to pass 
the pending ordinance at the lowest rate 
named, it will be incumbent on Collector 
Hudson to establish the rate, and it is inti- 
mated he will adopt the highest one, or one 
approximating to it.

I REGRET to note that it always requires a 
calamity or something of that kind to call 
attention to the settlement at the other end 
of the bridge, known as East St. Louis. To 
me it was a mythical sort of place like the 
green fields and osiered swamps Nor- 
denskjold is going to look for in the polar 
region, until a big wind came along about 
a dozen years ago and blew down a round- 


house or two, tore up the entire river front, 
eavorted around the island in a most de- 
structive manner, and left the 
neighborhood of the warehouses and 
freight depots along the edge of the 
Mississippi a very desolate and dishearten- 
ing picture. St.  onieaae who woke up the 
following morning to find that a storm had 
swept the neighboring burg into notoriety, 
made the misfortune an excuse for an excur- 
sion, and the windy yisitation having oppor- 
tunely occurred on Saturday, the Sabbath 
sunshine that fell around the ferry landings 
was flecked with shadows of thousands, 
making the trip backward and forward 
across the river. Everybody identified with 
this side ot the stream seemed to be on the 
other side for that day, and even the hunts- 
men, who were wont to fill the woods with 
the music of their guns, and the smal! boys, 
who broke the placid dream of the dyke with 
the splash of their oars, tarried at the tem- 
porary shrine of aecident and paid their 
tribute of awe to the spirit of destruction 
that reigned over the place,

East Sr. Loviss again died out of my 
mind, and I guess out of everybody else’s, in 
a few days, and it was not until the great 
strike of 1877, with its stirring incidents and 
constant menace of bloodshed, that public 
attention once more turned to the miniature 
burg. The lull was upon it again, inside of 
a week after the withdrawal of the militia, 
and locomotives were panting over the road- 
way along which, a Sunday or two before, 
the communists from this side had sent their 
voices ringing tothe clouds in the grand 
choruses of the “‘Marseillaise’’ and ‘“‘Wacht 
am Khein.’’ Internecine troubles, and the 
killing of a couple of policemen who had been 
giving their services to the city fur compara- 
tively valueless scrip, furnished another 
occasion fora popular picnic, the bloody 
corpses of the victims and the bullet-torn 
walls of the market and engine houses being 
the particular attractions that now presented 
themselves to the excursionists. Them came 
the flood of ’81, and here is the present flood 
repeating the scene of two suinmers ago.

THIS year, too, the excitement began to 
culminate towards Sunday. The result was 
the usual throng of curiosity-led people from 
this side, meandering around in their holiaav 
attire among the unfortunate denizens of 


our eastern namesake, and now, 
as at — ail times in the past, 
the calamity has been a windfall of good 
fortune to the managers of the big bridge. IL 
was over tlie river Sunday and again yester- 
day, mixing with the crowd and giving my 
syinpathy as freely as everybody elise gave 
theirs to the unturtunates, who were making 
their homes in freight cars on the threatened 
banks of the sweiling sea. ‘The sight was a 
strange contrast to tnat ordinarily presented 
in East St. Louis. I have scoured its rugged 
streets and haunted its few resorts many a 
day in search of the elusive item, and aiways 
found it sleepy, dreamy, dissvlute and de- 
jusive. It nestled lazily under the pontine 
shadow like a dynamite package 
placed carelessiy there by some stray 
yyrotechnist, and nothing but its 
letouation would make people have any con- 
fidence in its existence. It was always diffi- 
cult to me to believe that the 
town had ss anny thing like a 
working population. Of course there were 
railroaders, mill hands and laborers at the 
freight depot to be seen in large numbers, 
but they ail seeined to belong in St. Louis, 
aud few genuine East St. Louisans appeared 
to have any clear and unmistakable identifi- 
cation with the honest toil of that side. The 
natives stuck close to the shady schouners of 
the Green lree tavepn, or manifested a con- 
tinuous interest in the string band that 
haunted the barber shop next door. All who 
were not constables or Justices of the peace 
loafed aroundas if some official responsibility 
sat heavy upon them to prevent them from 
going fishing or taking a job that would pay 
$1 5U a day. 
* e * 

BASING my estimate upon actual observa- 
tion and the calculations of friends, I guess 
there are 1,500 men in East St. Louis who do 
nothing but siton the shady sides of the 
streets talking politics or waiting for some- 
body to ask them in to drink. Every day 
wears a Sunday aspect, the only change nota- 
ble being in favor of the latter, when the beer 
saloons and bowling alleys are filled with 
young men dripping beer or juggling pro- 
fanity. Early morning, when the army of 
laborers moves in upon it from the bridge, 
and at dusk again when the army returns to 
the bridge with homeward tramp—these are 
the only bustling or animated spots in the 
existence of the little town. With its tower- 
ing elevators, —s engines, spreading 
floods and occasional bloody riots, East St. 
Louis can manage to have itself forgotten 
sooner and longer ata time than any otner 
breathing space on the face of the globe. It 
turns up, however, at regular intervals, like 
the watermelon season, and it is probably 
well that an occasional calamity up-ends it 
to attract the oo eye in its direction or 
some land-grabber might sneak in at night, 
hitch a teain of mules to it, pull it up by the 
roots and haul it away.

WHILE I was on the bridge, yesterday, re- 
joicing in the brightness of the day and the 
strong representation of infancy in the 
throng, an ex-policeman remarked that the 
structure had been made a great convenience 
by parents overburdened with children, and 
that the gates of heaven had opened right 
here upon many a pair of bright baby eyes, 
while the little one’s body found rest in the 
bed of the great river. In other words, 
many a child had been thrown from the 
bridge into the river. It was the easiest and 
safest way, the ex-offiver said, to dis- 
pose of a troublesome infant. Hundreds

Investments in Mines by Citizens of the 
Future Great.

SHERIDAN’S RIDE. 
What Jabal A. Early Says of Little 
Phil’s Exploit. 
From the Boston Globe. 

A party of northera tourists, while trav el- 
ing recently in the Shenandoah valley, met 
Gen. Jubai A. Early, who sharply criticised 
the tactics of his adversary, Geo. Sheridan, 
in that memorable encounter. “Sheridan,” 
said he, “ought to have been court-martial- 
led and dismissed from the service by his 
government for allowing myself or any part 
of my army to have escaped capture on that 
day. I had an infantry and artillery force 
of less than 12,000 menin that battie, and 
my total cavalry ferce was less than 3,000, 
much of the latter poorly equipped and or- 
ganized, and consequently could not be re- 
lied upon for service in a hotiy contested 
action. Sheridan’s army numbered from 
45,000 to 48,000 effective men, and against 
these terrible odds of over three to one 
maintained for hours the unequal contest, 
with varying chances of victory. Sheridan's 
cavalry was greatly superior to my own, and 
constantly outflanking me. Had he thrown 
his superior force on my right, cutting off 
my line of retreat by the pike to Newtown, 
it would have been very disastrous to my 
army. This I expected he would do, but 
was unable to guard against it, every man of 
my force being engaged. It wasa reliel to 
me to find this avenue of retreat open and 
unmolested when I was no lJonger able to 
continue the unequal fight. Had Sheridan 
possessed one-half the military ability with 
which he is popularly credited, my command 
must have been captured.” aE ae 

Speaking of his repuise at Fisher’s hill, he 
was asked if his reverse was due to Sher- 
dan’s arrival from Winchester, fifteen miles 
away, f 

“Not necessarily,” he answere. My 
exhausted army was more or less disorgan- 
ized, and, though elated with success, was 
in poor condition to withstand an attack, 
which, I understand, Gen. Wright had pre- 
pared to make before he knew of Sheridan s 
presence. If I could have bad one fresh di- 
vision in reserve at nine o'clock on that 
morning, or had Lomax not failed me, ] 
believe we would have sent the whole Fed- 
eral army down the valley as fast as Sheri- 
dan is said tohave come up it. But my 
whole infantry force was less than 10,000 
men. ‘Lhe odds were too great against nie, 
and Sheridan’s arrival on the felg@,made lit- 
tle difference in the resulé probaly.

No one 
will dream of asking him whether he sleeps 
in a garret or at the Hote) Bristol; whether 
he dines at Duval’s, the Cafe Anglais or at 
one of those extremely humble places of en- 
tertainment, the creameries; whether his 
mistress is a femme du monde, a cocotte, a 
petite ouvriere, or even whether he has any 
inistress, so that he can taik well, dance 
weil, sit well, stand well, sneer well and 
compliment well, he will finda hundred 
agreeable drawing-rooms opentohim. He 
may, with a little luck, attend fashionable 
first-night performances at the opera, open- 
ings of exhibitions, reviews and Elysee balls. 
in short, till he is rash or foolish enough to 
forsake the bachelor state for what is some- 
times described as the blessed or holy state 
of matrimony, he will, to all intents and pur- 
poses, be on a level with the wealthiest, and 
there is nothing whatever to prevent him 
frum eventually coming to be regared as a 
member of that mysterious and much-quoted, 
much-envied body—the Tout-Paris. 

The *““Tout-Paris” includes men, women 
and girls of every category, famous, fashion- 
able, and infamvuus. Albert Wolff and “‘Le 
M. de Ojl’rchestre” (Arnoid Mortier) are pe- 
cullarly shining lights in the ‘Tout-Paris 
firnament. So, too, are Mme. de Rute, the 
Marquis de Galifet, and Judic, for very 
various reasons, all or each of which will 
hold perfectly good as passports to the 
strangely mixed ‘“‘society’”’ one sees at Paris 
premieres and charitable fancy fairs. The 
man who used to keep a taiior’s shop in—let 
us callit Cincinnati—and who once a year 
issues hundreds of invitations toa masked 
ball at his palatial residence in the Avenue 
de Friedland, however does not beiong to 
the ‘Tout Paris, nor will, though he live to 
be 100 years old, and throw away his very 
last doliar. People eat his suppers, go to 
his balls, borrow woney of him, and laugh at 
him behind his back; but they do not ask 
him back again to their own suppers,and you 
never ineet iim at a premiere, at the heater 
Francais, or the opera. Mme. Edmond 
Adams is, of course, a bright particular star 
in the sucial Vaihaila we are chatting about; 
but she owes the fact to her talent, her 
charm and her originality, not tojher late hus- 
band’s money or position in the national as- 
sembly. 

To see Tout-Paris at its very best you 
should go to a first night’s performance of a 
pay by Sardou or Angier, at, let us say, the 

faudeville. For days or even weeks before 
the great event the manager has been over- 
whelmed by applications tor seats, and has 
his private office fairly besieged by importu- 
nate solicitors. S@me have tried to work 
upon his feelings b¥ their gold; others have 
taken their stand on their acquaintance with 
the authorof the new pilayor one of the 
actors. Others again have more sagaciously 
attacked him under cover of one of the pretty 
actresses in the company. Some of the 
Vaudeville actresses are delightful creatures, 
and a few very indelicate characters have 
paid some of the government officials, who 
aiways have their piaces reserved for them, 
a handsom@sum for the coveted privilege vf 
replacing tiem, ‘lhe result of all these in- 
trigues is a representative gathering of a 
kind never seen out of Paris, at which all 
the wit, all the beauty, all the dashing dare 
deviltry, all the rank and style, and enter- 
prise of the city meet together. 

“Society” takes strange treaks into its 
head very often. One day it raves over Rol- 
linat, the morbid poet, the next itis raving 
over some new painter, Or actress, or man 
milliner, indifferently rbapsodizing over the 
art of Jeanne Granier or on Edouard Manet, 
waxing enthusiastic alternately over the 
dressinaking masterpieces of a Worthor a 
Redfern. ‘There was a moment—a moment 
which lasted a whole generation, when a 
novel of modern manners would hardly have 
been complete without half a dozen ailusion, 
to the famous fashionable arbiter iu the Rue 
de la Paix, a passing mention of the wicked 
ways of the “stars” of the varieties, anda 
careless reference to a souper fin at the Mai- 
son _Doree or a ball at Mabilie. Now, how- 
ever, tempora mutantur, and, as the philoso- 
pher very truly remarked, nos mutamur in 
illis. The novelist of the future will swear 
by dejeuners at Biguon’s, and the Eden the- 
aters, and circus riders of the hippodrome 
and the cirque d’Ete. Naughty writers will 
doubtlessly revel in obscure references to 
certain queens of the demi-moundaine ring at 
the Coneours Hippique, and when the au- 
thor of the future wishes to delicately.con- 
vey to his reader that his heroine was more 
than ustially well dressed, he will probably 
no longer talk of custumier mirracies by 
Poole, but of marvelous tailor coats by Red- 
fern, the queen of Englanu’s purveyor, and 
trousseaux from the Magasins du Bon 
Marche or the Magassins du Louvre.

When a youth is fully in love with a girl, 
and feels that he is wise in loving her, he 
should at once tell her so plainly, and take 
his chance bravely with other suitors. No 
lover should have the insolence to think of 
being accepted at once, nor should any girl 
have the cruelty to refuse at once without 
severe reasons. If she simply doesn’t like 
him she may send him away for seven years 
or so—he vowing to live on cresses and wear 
sackcloth meanwhile, or the like penance; if 
she likes hima little, or thinks she might 
come to like him in time, she may let him 
stay near her, putting him always on sharp 
trial to see what stuff be is made of, and re- 
quiring, figuratively, as many lion skins or 
giants’ heads as she may think herself 
worth.

How the Lords of Creation Discipline 
the Women of Germany. 
Colonel Higginson in The Woman’s Journal. 


The young western states, which should 
naturally be the homes of all progress, are 
filling up, on an enormous scale, with a race 
of men in many respects admirable, but ac- 
customed to views which are very close to 
barbarism, in all that concerns the condition 
of women. 3 

It needs but to travel in Gorraany or to 
converse with those recently returned thence, 
to feel the importance of this fact. Itis not 
long since a young American traveller, talk- 
ing with a German lady, asked her wh 
there wag so much astonishment in board- 
ing houses whenever an American was seen 
to black his own shoes? “Because,” she 
said, “no German gentleman biacks his own 
shoes.”” “Who does it?” “His servant. 
“Suppose he cannot afford to kee ser- 
vant,” 
approve of that?” “Oertainly I do,” was 
the final answer; ‘“‘was not woman created 
to be the servant of man?” 

All the theories of social courtesy in Ger- 
many, so far as I have known, imply defer- 
ence as due to the man, not the woman. A 
young physician, lately from Berlin, was 
telling me, the other day, that at his board- 
ing-house there, soon after arrival, he 
stepped aside to give precedence to 4 lady 
who, like himself, was entering the dining- 
room. She begged him to precede her, and 
when he deglined, she sidled reluctantly in, 
keeping her face always turned deferential- 
* toward him, as to a crowned head. 
This happened two or three times, until she 
at last remonstrated with him, pointing out 
that nobody else did as he did, and _ that it 
made it awkward for her. After this, ob- 
serving that every other manin the family 
made his way into the dining-room and left 
the ladies to fullow as they could, he found 
it easier to do the same, and so adopted the 
common practice. But is it strange that our 
young Americans, after three or four years 
of such training, return home to advocate, in 
the Popular Science Monthly, the inferiority 
of woman? 

Mrs. Pjtman, in her “European 
Breezes,” ‘gives an amusing account of 
the awkwardness of Hungarian arm offi- 
cers at being asked w hold a lady's 
shawl for her; since their professional eti- 
quette forbids their carrying anything in 
their hands. But the same is the rule in all 
good society in Germany, and if a gentleman 
and lady walk,together in the street, it Is 
only the lady, not ber escort, whom pro- 
priety permits to carry a parcel. ‘To such a 
paradoxical extent dues this go, thata lady 
once begged of a young American to allow 
her, for her own sake, tocarry the bundle; 
it would never do for her tw be seen walking 
with a man who would so degrade himself as 
to take it. This throws light on the story— 
which has always seemed a little incredible 
of Rev. Dr. Christlieb’s remark that the 
spirit of Christ must be wanting in America 
since he had more than once seen a husban 
fetch his wife’s shawl for her. “Bear ye one 
another's burdens’ was not to found, it 
seemed, in the good pastor’s Bible, And as 
the Bible of German science seems equally 
destitute of any such passage, it looks as if 
the whole civilized world were = in 
a fair way to be perceptibly retarded through 
the curious back warduess of one highly edu- 
cated but semi-civilized nation.

A Tramp Across a Continent.

An adventurous walkacross the entire 
continent of Australia has been completed 
by George Ernest Morrison, a son the 
principal of the Geelong college.

powder. The strength of all of these pre- 
prations depends to a great extent on the 
amount of nitro-glycerine that they contain, 
and dynamite has an explosive power ten 
times greater than gunpowder. The 
amount of dynamite used to biow up the 
Winter Palace at St. Petersburg was said to 
be 126 pounds, but this must be a mistake as 
the quantity named is equal in explosive 
force to thirteen barrels of gunpowder an 
amount sufficient to have blown the palace 
to pieces. This will be more plain when we 
remember that by the explosion of a few 
cans of nitro-glycerine at the wharf in As- 
pinwall in 1866, a considerable portion of 
the town was destroyed and the ag 
damaged toa great extent, and many lives 
lost. But the largest explosion of dynamite 
was made at Hell Gate, in the East river, 
New York. Tunnels were bored in the rock, 
and 49,915 pounds of dynamite and other 
nitro-glycerine compounds were exploded 
with success. Cartridges containing a quarter 
of apound of dynamite exploded in water 
kills all the fish within a radius of forty feet. 
FULMINATES. 

A class of explosives called fulminates has 
long been known. The simplest is a mixture 
of chlorate of potash and sulphur, which, 
when struck with any hard substance, ex- 
piodes with great violence. ‘The fulminate 
of mercury was discoverei in 1799 by How- 
ard, but its violent character long deterred 
every one from attempting any practical ap- 
plication of it. The investigation into the 
preparation and properties of this compound 
was one of the earliest researches of Baron 
Liebig.

GUNPOWDER AND GUN COTTON 
It is neediess to dwell on the great impor- 
tance of the invention of gunpowder. Com- 
bined with the printing press it revolu- 
tionized the world. It seems strange, then, 
that the exact date of its invention should 
not be known. The best authorities agree 
that it was first made and used in the far 
east, and broughtinto Europe in the year 
1325, aud it was used in England in 1327. 
‘line invention of gun cotton dates from 
1845, when Schonbein, the discoverer, pro- 
posed itas a substitute for gunpowder. It 
is made by immersing cotton in a mixture 
of nitric and sulphuric acids;the acids are 
poured off and the cotton washed thorough- 
ly, and when dry itis fit touse. Gun-cotton 
was ysed foralong time by the Austrian 
governmeut, but Was discarded on account 
ofits un tability when exposed to the air. 
It can be stored under water with perfect 
safety and dried when required for use. ig- 
nited in the air it burns with a large volume 
of tiame, but when contined it explodes 
with great violence. Piobert says that it 
burns eight times as rapidly as gunpowder. 
It has been fuund that the explosive force of 
un-cotton and other similar explosives may 
- greatly increased by exploding it by deto- 
nation, and when exploded in that manner 
no confinement is required, that is to say, 
that the destructive sction of a charge 
of gun-cotton, inciosed In a water-proof bag, 
or thin glass vessel, and exploded by detona- 
tion, is decidediy greater than that fur- 
nished bya corresponding charge confined 
jna strong iron vessel and exploded by 
flame. Gun-cotton is used ia photography: 
dissolved in ether it forms collodium. A 
simiiar solution is used in medicines as an 
application tocuts and abraded surfaces, 
and its solution in camphor furms the celiu- 
loid of commerce. ‘The. latter substanze is 
now in general use iu the shape vf collars, 
culls, Combs, and a variety of other pur- 
poses. ‘These are ail very inflammable, and 
should be used with caution. 
NITRO-GLYCERINE. 
Every one knows what glycerine is— 
a soft and mild preparation, yet when 
mixed with nitric and sulphuric acids, 
nitro-glycerine is formed and sinksto the 
bottom of the vessel. Nitro-giycerine is an 
oily liquid, having a sweet taste, no odor, 
and coloriess when pure, it is highly poisen- 
ous, adrop being sufficient to occasion vio- 
lent pains in the back of the head, dizziness 
and insensibility. Strong coffee is recom- 
mended as aremedy. Nitro-glycerine when 
not under pressure burns quietly, it explodes 
under pressure when heated to180 Fabr. 
and when struck so as to produce heat and 
pressure, it freezes at 45 Fahr., and if while 
in that condition it be struck with a sharp, 
hard substance, such as a pick, it expiodes 
with great violence. Thediscovery of nitro- 
giycerine was made by Prof. Sombrero, of 
Turin, in 1847, The immense explosive force 
of the new compound was discovered at the 
cost of broken windewglass and the 
loss of considerable glassware, but uo lives 
were sacrificed. After this no attempts were 
made to utilize the discoverv, and its practi- 
cal application is due to Alfred Noble, a 
Swedish engineer, who, in 1864, made it in 
Jarge quantities, and proposed its use in 
mining. His experience, however, cost many 
lives before the manufacture was put on 
comparatively safe footing. About the same 
time Designolle, a French alchemist, invent- 
ed a powder composed of picrate of potash 
anu nitre. This was used with effect at the 
seige of Paris. The immense power of nitro- 
glycerine may be known from the fact that 
in the explosion of some hundreds of pounds 
of the material at Fairport, Ohio, the shock 
was feltat Buffalo, 160 miles distant. It 
does not take fire likegalcobol or turpentine 
when a match is applied to it,
